This year the committee appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen to compile the Annual 
Town Report have chosen to dedicate this 
book to all those who have in any way con- 
tributed to the growth of our community. 

In 1651 John Eliot’s praying Indians were 
sranted 6,000 acres from the Old Dedham 
Grant, a tract that covered about two-thirds of 
what we know as Natick today. For seventy 
years white settlers were prohibited by law 
from owning land in the Natick colony with- 
out special permission from the General 
Court. 


In 1781 Natick was incorporated as a town 
and from that time has shown continued 
gerowth. The building of new homes and the 
number of new families joining us over the 
years has made Natick a friendly, sociable 
town with outstanding spiritual, recreational, 
educational and cultural facilities. In our ex- 
pansion we have not lost interest in improving 
our town and we have elected those to serve 
us who have the interest of all at heart. 


We hope this report may in some measure 
give a picture of what we have done in Natick, 
what we are doing, and what we hope to do.

Durinc the year 1950 the Board held 52 regular weekly meetings, 23 
special meetings, and 62 public hearings. The Board issued 147 
licenses and granted 199 permits. 

The Board is most appreciative of the continued cooperation 
received from the Town Officers, Department Heads, and various Spe- 
cial Committees, who have been often called upon to meet the Board 
during the year to assist in solving many problems which arose. 


Police Department 

During 1950 one permanent patrolman retired due to physical 
disability and one former patrolman was reinstated. Five provisional 
patrolmen were appointed pending the results of a police entrance 
examination, five permanent patrolmen were appointed and two men 
were appointed to the permanent reserve. 

Following the death of Chief Thomas P. Evans, the board ap- 
pointed William J. Shea as temporary chief and Edward J. Barnicle 
as temporary sergeant and requested civil service to hold an examina- 
tion for chief of police. 

The board unanimously appointed William J. Shea as chief of 
police effective December 17, 1950. 


Special Town Meetings 

During the year the Board called three Special Town Meetings 
as follows: | 

May 2. Thirty-seven articles deferred from the annual town 
meeting. 

August 15. Ten articles, including the establishment of a 40-hour 
work week in the police department. 

November 28. One article for manufacturing district zoning 
(Ford plant) on Speen and Worcester Streets. 

The board voted to use the voting check lists at the special town 
meeting on November 28 and voted to reserve the senior high school 
auditorium for all qualified voters who cannot be seated at the junior 
high school and a two-way communication system to the junior high 
school was available. 

The Board voted to cancel the hiring of Concert Hall for town 
meeting purposes effective December 31. 1950.

Traffic Rules and Orders 

During the year the Selectmen made, adopted and established 
the following amendments to the traffic rules and orders (approved 
by the Massachusetts Public Works Traffic Division) : prohibited park- 
ing on the easterly side of Spring Street from West Central Street to 
Summer Street and on the westerly side from West Central Street for 
a distance of 40 feet northerly; on the south side of Pond Street from 
South Main Street to Plain Street; on the west side of Clarendon 
Street from East Central Street to South Avenue; on the south side 
of Shattuck Street from Walnut Street to Washington Street; on the 
north side of North Avenue from Washington Street to Walnut 
Street; on the east side of North Main Street from North Avenue to 
the southerly sideline of Willow Street. 

The Board voted to amend Natick traffic rules and orders in 
Article V Section 7 to permit angular parking within the list of park- 
ing meter zones on the east and west sides of Main Street from Mid- 
dlesex Avenue to West Central Street for a trial period of six months. 
This was approved by the State and was effective to January 18, 1951. 
An order for permanent approval has been submitted to the State. 


Parking Meters 
The receipts for the year 1950 amounted to $14,273.94, of which 
$7,136.97 was paid to the Duncan Meter Corporation applicable to 
the purchase price of the meters and $7,136.97 was transferred to the 
Town of Natick parking meter fees reserve account. 

The town has paid from fees collected since July 19, 1948, 
$17,349.86 toward the purchase price of 350 meters, leaving a balance 
of $8,900.14 still due. One-half of all fees collected will be paid to 
the meter company until this balance is paid. It appears that the 
meters will be entirely paid for out of fees collected by the end of 
March 1952, and from that date all fees will be retained by the town. 

The Selectmen have inserted an article in the warrant for the 
1951 annual town meeting to acquire land for an off-street parking 
area for relief of traffic conditions. 


Gasoline Storage Licenses 
After a public hearing was held the board granted Clement Gar- 
vin a gasoline storage increase of 2,000 gallons at 135 West Central 
Street. 
After a public hearing the board unanimously denied the peti- 
tion of Alfred C. Graham to keep and store gasoline and maintain a 
filling station at 134% East Central Street.

Perambulation of Town Lines 
The town lines which were perambulated in 1950 are as follows: 


Weston, November 14; Wayland, December 2; Wellesley, December 
2; Dover, December 10. 


Annual Town Report 
The board appointed a town report committee for 1950 and 


voted to have 3,000 copies of the report printed. The board adver- 
tised for bids for the printing of the annual town report for 1950 
and five sealed bids were received. The board accepted the bid of 
the Lakeview Press of Framingham, the lowest bidder, in the amount 
of $2,387. 

Collection of Household Rubbish 

On December 4 the board offered Burtis Hawes, 1950 contractor, 
the opportunity to extend his contract to June 30, 1951, at the current 
rate, as authorized by the vote under Article 1 of the 1950 annual 
town meeting, and Mr. Hawes declined this offer. 

The board advertised for bids for alternate periods of time com- 
mencing January 1, 1951, and prepared specifications for the bids. 

Five sealed bids were received and the board accepted the bid of 
Nims Brothers of 36 Fiske Street, the lowest bidder, at the yearly rate 
of $16,000, for the period January 1, 1951, through June 30, 1952, 
amount of bid $24,000, acceptance subject to future town meeting 
appropriation. 

Other Activities 

The County Commissioners of Middlesex County have signed a 
lease for the rental of the District Court in Natick; said lease for a 
period of three years commencing January 1, 1951, at an annual rate 
of $4200, which is an increase of $900 per year above the previous 
lease. 

The board voted to establish a safety council and appointed as 
members the Chairman of the selectmen and Superintendent of the 
Public Works Department, Chief of Police, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment and the Chairman of the Planning Board. 

The board appointed 27 citizens to serve as the 300th Anniver- 
sary Celebration General Committee, with Alfred A. Maffeo as the 
chairman. 

William F. Wells was appointed Director of Civil Defense for 
the Town of Natick. 

As authorized by the vote under article 17 of the warrant for the 
1949 annual town meeting the board adopted an order to take an ease- 
ment over certain land and title in fee simple of land in Natick as 
described in the vote for the purposes of a public playground and

future school site (North Natick) and the board determined and 
ordered awards for damages sustained by the owners of said premises, 
said awards totalling $1800. 

The selectmen changed the hour for opening the polls at elec- 
tions from 6:30 a.m. to 7:30 A.M. 

Half-fare bus tickets were again made available by the Middle- 
sex & Boston Street Railway Company, upon request of the selectmen, 
for children going to town park bathing beach during the summer. 

The selectmen requested H. Edward Snow to file a bill to limit 
the power of the Metropolitan District Commission to spill water into 
Bannister Brook at the expense of the Town of Natick. 

The selectmen were recorded as opposed to the proposed in- 
creases in Boston & Albany commutation fares, increase in rates by 
the Boston Edison Company, and the plan to establish a state-wide 
flat rate for compulsory automobile liability insurance. 

The board voted unanimously to increase the fee for amusement 
license for outdoor theatre for the year 1951 at $75, which was for- 
merly $25. 

A joint meeting of the Board of Selectmen and the Natick Hous- 
ing Authority was held November 6 in the selectmen’s office with all 
three selectmen and all four remaining Housing Authority members 
present. Robert D. Coleman of 17 Lincoln Street was elected by bal- 
lot a member of the Natick Housing Authority to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Thomas W. Daley. 

During the year the selectmen drew 22 jurors for jury duty. 

As authorized by the vote under Article 1 of the 1950 annual 
town meeting the selectmen ordered the installation of 70 additional 
street lights. The board has submitted a request for an appropriation 
to permit the installation of 70 additional lights in 1951. 

The board received and accepted the resignation of Thomas J. 
Shea as town accountant effective December 31 for the reason that he 
has attained retirement age under the Massachusetts Retirement Act 
and also as secretary to the Board of Selectmen and chairman of the 
Natick Retirement System for the same reason. 

The board unanimously appointed Arthur C. Leavitt as Town 
Accountant, effective January 1, 1951, for a term of three years and 
as Executive Secretary to the Board of Selectmen also effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1951.

In submitting a budget for 1951 the Board of Assessors has put 
forth every effort to keep expenditures to a minimum. Despite the 
continued growth of the town, the Board doubts if the budget for 1951] 
will be changed materially from that of 1950. 


In 1950 the Assessors recorded an increase of 498 dwellings over 
1949. New dwellings built during 1950 and taxable in 1951 are ex- 
pected to exceed 500. 


The total taxable valuation in 1950 showed an increase over 1949 
of $2,395,450, making a total in 1950 of $26,111,900, the largest in the 
history of the town. Valuations in 1951 are expected to total nearly 


$29,000,000. 


This phenomenal growth has taken place in a comparatively few 
years. The taxable valuation of Natick in 1930 was $19,386,650 and 
in 1940 it dropped to $19,020,775. In 1945 it went to $19,717,000, 
and in 1950 to $26,111,900. 


In the assessment of approximately 7000 parcels of property of 
this valuation, the keeping of necessary records requires an efficient 
and well trained staff. The Board of Assessors believes that the per- 
sonnel in this department, as well as other town departments, must be 
increased. The Board should consist of three members working a full 
day at salaries demanded by duly qualified persons.

Durinc 1950 there were 719 births, 221 marriages, 269 deaths, as 
compared with 675 births, 201 marriages, 227 deaths, in 1949. 1528 
dog licenses were issued in 1950 and the sum of $3448.40 turned 
over to the Town Treasurer, as against 1471 licenses issued in 1949 
totaling $3360. 

To comply with the policy of the Town Report Committee in 
curtailing the voluminous reports of some town departments, this de- 
partment is pleased to co-operate by omitting the enumerating of the 
many duties of the Town Clerk as established by statute. 

It is requested that the parents of children born in Natick return 
the Verification Report sent them by the Town Clerk within 40 days 
as required by law, otherwise the record of that child will be incom- 
plete.

Town Counsel 


During the past year the Town Counsel attended weekly meetings 
of your Board, the meetings of the Finance Committee, and the meet- 
ings of other town boards whenever requested. 

The usual number of informal and formal opinions were ren- 
dered. Each town meeting involved preparation of articles and votes 
varying in number and complexity. The several schools in prepara- 
tion or in construction presented problems. 

A claim against the general contractor on the Lincoln School 
resulted in a full recovery of slightly over $3,000.00. The renegotia- 
tion of the lease for court facilities produced an increase rental of 
$900.00 a year for the next three years. 

There have been several claims against the Town which are not 
now ready for action by way of settlement. One defect case is pending 
in court, and two land damage cases, and two welfare reimbursement 
cases have been brought against the Town.

All bills and payrolls presented during the year by all town depart- 
ments and committees have been checked both for their accuracy and 
legal requirements before being submitted for payment. The Treas- 
urer’s receipts and expenditures were compared with the Accountant's 
books and found to be correct. 

In compliance with Section 60 of Chapter 41, General Laws, upon 
the close of the financial year I compiled statements in tabulated form 
showing the amounts appropriated and the amounts expended from 
each appropriation for the year 1950, and the estimates for the year 
1951, and forwarded a copy thereof to the Finance Committee. 

In compliance with Section 54-A of Chapter 41, General Laws, I 
have given notice to the Assessors of the total 1950 receipts, except 
from taxes, loans and trust funds, and specified in detail the source of 
such receipts. 

In compliance with Section 53 of Chapter 41, General Laws, I have 
audited the accounts of the Trustees of Public Trusts and the Trustees 
of the Morse Institute and have examined the securities held by these 
Trustees. I have found the accounts correct and the securities in 
proper order. I have also verified the cash balances of the Trustees 
by reconciliation of bank balances. 

The year 1950 witnessed another substantial increase in the funded 
indebtedness of the Town which has risen from $1,316,200.00 on 
December 31, 1949 to $1,723,850.00 on December 31, 1950. The 
founded indebtedness of the Town has increased more than one and 
one-half million dollars during the three years since December 31.

In 1950 the Natick Police Department was called upon to investigate 
1211 complaints of violations of law, an increase of 40 over 1949. 
Six hundred fourteen arrests were made, an increase of 12 arrests 
over the previous year. More than half the complaints were of a 
serious nature, resulting in arrest; while in less than half, the police 
were able to adjust the matter. In thus guarding Natick’s growing 
population, the department found the great bulk of crime in Natick 
consists of crimes against the public order, i.e. sex offenses; carrying 
concealed weapons; assaults; attempted rapes; breaking and enter- 
ing; and motor violations. The convictions resulted in fines totaling 
$9,700.00; recovery of stolen goods totaling $15,785.00 and imprison- 
ments for terms totaling four years and two months. 

The time value of these statistics is not shown so much on the tax 
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bills as upon the continued favorable rating of Natick in the insur- 
ance premium picture; i.e. despite growing crime in the United States, 
the cost of insuring against such losses has not grown substantially 
in Natick. 

The insurance reference brings to mind the fact that compulsory 
auto insurance rates in Natick dropped $1.60 against a state-wide in- 
crease of approximately the same amount. Natick’s favorable posi- 
tion must be attributed in part to the departments answering 53 com- 
plaints about unsafe road sections, 355 arrests for motor vehicle viola- 
tions of which 35 were for operating so as to endanger, and the con- 
stant presence on the highways of the patrolling cruisers. The depart- 
ment would like to assist in a further reduction in insurance rates dur- 
ing the next year. In cooperation with other departments, traflic sur- 
veys are now under way in an effort to lessen hazardous parking con- 
ditions in the center of the town, and in restricting or more strictly 
controlling those road sections known from past experiences to be 
weak points in our safety program. The department has organized a 
safety program; expanding the present school safety patrols and in- 
structing the children in all phases of safety. The tragic death of a 
five-year-old child which occurred in 1950, must be a constant re- 
minder of poor driving. The department is requesting an additional 
cruiser for the same purpose, more efficient traffic patrol during heavy 


of 
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trafic hours, more thorough patrol coverage in the late evening and 
early morning hours in the interest of life and property. 

The entire number of arrests for offenses committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1950, was 522. Of this number 510 
were males, 12 females, 140 residents, 382 were non-residents, 466 
were adults, 56 were minors. In addition there were 342 arrests made 
or summonses served for out-of-town police departments. 

There were 357 accidents investigated during the year, which is 
75 more than the previous year. Of these 118 resulted in personal in- 
juries, which is 1] less than the previous year. 

During the year 2 fatal vehicle accidents occurred in Natick, re- 
sulting in as many deaths, which is the same as in 1949, and which is 
summarized as follows: 

A boy, age 5% years, died on June 15, 1950, as the result of 
being struck by a car operated by a 14-year-old boy, on Eliot Street, 
South Natick. 

A male passenger, age 33, died on December 29, 1950, the result 
of being thrown out of a car he was riding in, under the wheels of a 
trailer truck with which the car was in a collision, the result of icy 
roads. 

More Heat for Less Cost 

As an investment in savings, the department is requesting a spe- 
cial appropriation of approximately $1,200.00 to modernize the heat- 
ing system in the building. Currently the system is controlled by one 
thermostat. This means either the whole building is heated, or there 
is no heat at all. Since the second floor is unoccupied a major part of 
the time, there is considerable heat waste. The modernizing will per- 
mit controlled heat in all sections and according to heating engineers, 
should result in a substantial savings in the cost of heating. 

The department’s current request for appropriations is up some 
$14,000.00. This is not as inflationary as it might seem. Four addi- 
tional patrolmen granted by the 1950 Town Meeting, plus the salary 
increases established by the Wage Scale Board in an effort to bring 
Natick salaries in line with similar communities, consume more than 
$10,000.00 of this increase. The balance represents higher costs in 
goods and outside services beyond the control of the department and 
reflecting the times. 

The department will hold a police training program in the spring 
of this year in conjunction with neighboring forces and in cooperation 
with the Federal Bureau of Investigation. Through the assistance of 
J. Edgar Hoover, there will be no cost to the town for the operation 
of this school. 
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The exigencies of the present National Emergency are yet not so 
clear that this budget or report can estimate them, but the Natick 


Police, with the continued assistance of all the townspeople, is pre- 


pared to meet any eventuality. 


The accomplishments and aspirations of the 
department as mentioned here are the best me- 
moriam which can be recorded for the late Thomas 
P. Evans. It is a matter of simple unemotional fact 


that the police department will reflect, for many 
years to come, the sterling spirit of a man who 
devoted his life to the highest ideals of law enforce- 


ment.

Natick has continued to lead most communities of its size in the 
number of new homes built and occupied during the past year. These 
developments include Beaconsfield, Pelham III and Pelham IV. 
Wellesley-at-Natick, and continued building in Sherwood, Natick 
Farms, Oakridge, Hillside Terrace in addition to privately constructed 
dwellings in many other sections of the town. 


The Veterans’ Housing Project completed 52 units, while plans 
were approved for 1] business buildings and one church. 

The total valuations declared for buildings, including alterations, 
was $4,104,430. Fees amounting to $8,043 were paid to the Town 


Treasurer.

Durinc 1950 the apparatus has given reliable service. Major repairs 
were made on Engine No. 3, which is now housed at the Felchville 
Station. This truck was built under an emergency in 1942, it should 
now be reliable and serviceable for at least ten years. There are no 
major apparatus requests this year, however the utility car, a 1937 
Chevrolet, should be replaced with a modern panel truck which might 
in an emergency be used as an ambulance. 

The modernization of the Fire Alarm system was continued under 
the special Committee for that purpose. Mutual Aid connections with 
Wayland have been completed. New boxes were installed under an

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emergency created by the lack of telephones in the newest sections of 
the Town, $1,000.00 was transferred by the Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee for this purpose. 

Vincent W. Glebus and Franklin P. Harris were promoted to 
Deputy Chiefs, giving the department the desired three deputies and 
three captains. 

It is recommended that this year the work of the Fire Alarm sys- 
tem be continued and accelerated as the growth of the Town has been 
more rapid than could have been anticipated some five years ago. 
Two Stations should be built this year and adequate men be furnished 
to staff them. Radio equipment now becomes a standard requirement 
for all Fire Departments, the need is more pronounced by the Civilian 
Defense Program.

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Board of Health 


THERE have been no extraordinary conditions affecting the health 
services rendered during 1950. Milk and food products have been 
subject to the health code and all conditions that might constitute a 
health nuisance have been investigated. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate, None Such Pond and Jennings Pond 
tested satisfactorily for swimming purposes throughout the summer 
months. Although the Charles River tested satisfactorily in May, June 
and July, it was necessary to close this river for swimming early in 
August due to high bacteria counts. Tests were also made a half-mile 
above the Charles River Bathing beach with same high bacteria 
counts, 

At our Rabies Clinics, 831 dogs were inoculated, 157 more than 
in 1949, 

The Mosquito Control and Poison Ivy program continued to re- 
ceive much commendation from many of the townspeople. 

Morbidity reports are recorded and all communicable disease 
cases are subject to our health regulations. Measles, mumps and 
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chickenpox were prevalent throughout the year and three cases of 
poliomyelities were reported in the late fall. Four diphtheria im- 
munizing clinics were held as part of our program of disease control. 
Our tuberculosis program is well integrated and all active cases on 
our register receive home nursing visits and clinic supervision at 
Middlesex County Sanatorium. 

Child-health services include Well-child clinics, approval and 
inspection of Boarding Homes for Infants and Day Nurseries.

Trustees’ Report 

In a period of 12 years the population of Natick has increased 
approximately 36.6 per cent. The continuation of residential develop- 
ment and an expected expansion of industrial building justify the 
probability of a much higher population increase. The rising popula- 
tion trend particularly accentuates the inadequacy of hospital facili- 
ties. 

Unforeseen circumstances over which the Town and the Trustees 
had no control have delayed the start of the planned building addition 
to Leonard Morse Hospital. It will be remembered that the Town 
voted $150,000 at the Town Meeting of May 1950. This sum, together 
with other money at the disposal of the Trustees, amounted to 59 per 
cent of the cost of the proposed project, and represented the fulfill- 
ment of the provisions requisite for a federal grant, which would 
amount to $164,000. 

The Trustees immediately completed the necessary negotiations 
with the Division of Hospital Survey and Construction, which is the 
federal agency in charge of such matters. Subsequently, the govern- 
ment drastically cut the amount of appropriation applicable to such 
projects, and the expected federal grant was postponed. The Trustees 
regret the postponement and report that as late as December 1, 1950, 
assurances have been received that the Leonard Morse Hospital is 
scheduled for participation during 1951. However, the critical situa- 
tion developing as a result of war mobilization may cause further 
postponement. 

Second in importance to the shortage of beds in the main hospital 
and in the maternity section are the administrative problems of opera- 
tion and maintenance costs. The trend of expenses for wages, services 
and supplies of all categories is steadily upward, while the trend of 
income from legacy funds continues to be static or lower. The gap 
between trust fund income and expense can be filled only from rates 
charged for hospitalization and related services. The schedule of 
rates, therefore, bears the full weight of the upward trend of expenses. 
Consequently, it was necessary to increase rates to compensate for the 
increase in the expense trend. 

The regular staff of nurses again has been augmented by house- 
hold nursing attendants assigned to the Hospital for training. This 
arrangement with the Household Nursing Association of Boston is 
decidedly advantageous. The six household nurses currently in train- 
ing supplement the nursing schedule, and perform essential services 
which otherwise would require additional regular nurses. 
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During 1950 the American College of Surgeons conducted a 


survey of the Hospital and classified it as “approved.” Their recom- 
mendation for periodic meetings attended by a committee represent- 
ing the Trustees and a committee representing the Staff has been 
adopted. These meetings held monthly provide an invaluable oppor- 
tunity for discussion which will keep the Trustees better informed 
about all Hospital problems. 

The Trustees have been concerned about the lack of a pension 
plan provision for employees who face retirement after many years of 
faithful service. The Hospital employees do not qualify to partici- 
pate in the retirement plan which includes the Town employees. Ex- 
tensive study of private retirement plans indicated a prohibitive cost. 
Fortunately, the change in the social security legislation now includes 
Hospital employees. The Trustees have taken the steps necessary to 
cover the Hospital employees under the social security requirements. 

During the year there has been in progress a nationwide hospital 
inspection activity sponsored by the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers. In cooperation with Fire Chief Brown, a rigid inspection of 
the Hospital has been completed. The recommendations have been 
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adopted by the Trustees and the detail either accomplished or in 
progress. 

The X-ray machine constitutes an immediate and a major prob- 
lem. It is not practical to repair the present machine, and it is not 
timely in the financial sense to authorize the purchase of a replace- 
ment, which involves a considerable sum of money. Efforts are being 
made to discover some source which will underwrite the expense. 

The Hospital won the recognition of the Department of Public 
Health, Commonwealth of Masachusetts, for its record in premature 
baby cases for the year 1949. The medical and nursing staff deserve 
special commendation. Premature baby cases totaled 3,772 in the 
State and 34 at Leonard Morse Hospital. Deaths in the State were 
980 and at the Hospital, 4. 

The Trustees feel that a word of commendation is due the man- 
ager, the staff and employees for upholding the high standard of the 
Hospital, which continues to merit the approval of all the recognized 
groups. 

The many acts of kindness and generosity shown the Hospital by 
individuals, town departments and organizations acknowledged in the 
Superintendent’s report are greatly appreciated by your Trustees. 


Record Service 
In its 52nd year the Leonard Morse Hospital admitted the largest 
number of patients in its history and cared for over 2,500 bed patients. 
Briefly an account of some of the services rendered in 1950 is: 


Patients occupying beds in the hospital 2,014 
These patients stayed with us 17,598 days 
Operations performed 1,852 
Babies born in the hospital 488 
Out-patient visits 2a 
X-ray examinations 3,791 
Laboratory examinations 11,971 


The out-patient service increased 10 per cent over an all-time 
high of the previous year and accident admission alone increased 20 
per cent over the 1949 figure. 

Many friends of the hospital have contributed time, money and 
gifts for the greater comfort of patients and to assist the personnel in 
keeping the hospital service at a high level. The Ladies’ Aid Associa- 
tion is especially helpful and during the year made a major gift of a 
much needed new obstetrical table. This was in addition to over 
$700.00 in other gifts, Christmas presents, yearly free-bed care, and 
an excellent patients’ library service. 

The hospital facilites generally have been expanded to their 
capacity and the big disappointment during the year was that we 
have been unable to start the much needed addition as we had planned.

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Recreation Commission 


PERHAPS the outstanding feature of the 1950 recreation season in 
Natick was the construction and subsequent use of the first tennis 
court in the rear of Coolidge Junior High School. This was made 
possible through the generosity of the trustees of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital and the cooperation of the School Department and Memorial 
Field Committee. This court, which had rather constant use through 
the Summer and Fall, was built at very little cost to the town. 

The Grant Street playground at the location of the old Lincoln 
School was fully equipped and supervised during the Summer season. 
This playground is available to age group 12 years and under or 
children attending elementary grades. The Commission would like 
to maintain these grounds as a permanent playground definitely as- 
signed to the Recreation Department. 

The lack of a suitable play area in the “Navy Yard” section con- 
tinues. As noted in the report for last year, Whitney’s Field is avail- 
able for only a part of the Summer season. House Bill No. 315, which 
was designed to give the town 12 acres of land suitable for recreation 
purposes, was withdrawn on advice of Representative H. Edward 
Snow. The reason for this action was the statement of Edgar L. Gillett 
of the Conservation Department that he had changed his mind and 
that he would not approve the transfer of the area to Natick. How- 
ever, Representative Snow holds out some hope that the town may 
obtain the use of the area this year. 

The Fall and Winter program has been continued with adult 
classes operating on a pay-as-you-go policy. A tailoring class has 
been added and one night per week has been set aside for girls’ bas- 
ketball. 

Partial sponsorship of the South Natick Recreation Association 
project was continued. The Commission is prepared to send a super- 
visor into any village to assist the neighborhood group in developing 
a program. 

The playground at the Brown School will be equipped this 
Spring and additional equipment will be placed in East Natick. It is 
the hope of the Commission that Town Forest Park ground be turned 
over to the Recreation Department so that it can be adequately devel- 
oped for the use of the people of East Natick.

In submitting the 30th annual report of the Department of Public 
Works your attention is called to the fact that the recommendations 
made in the annual report of the year 1949 were all voted at the an- 
nual town meeting in March of 1950 and the work has been com- 
pleted with the exception of the widening project on Cottage Street 
and the installation of a generator unit and motor in the water pump- 
ing station. 

The Cottage Street project is currently being carried out and will 
be completed early in the Spring of 1951. The generator unit has 
been purchased, but as yet the reconstruction of the interior of the 
pumping station has not been started. This project will also be com- 
pleted next year. 
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The following is a complete report of the work completed by 
the four divisions of the Department of Public Works during the 
past year: 

Highway 

During 1950 the Highway Division oiled many sections of streets, 
cleaned and flushed all drains, and a number of old sidewalks were 
recapped with asphalt. 

The final section of North Main Street, extending from a point 
south of Fisher Street to the Worcester Turnpike, was reconstructed 
under Chapter 90 of the General Laws. A section of Hartford Street 
was widened and reconstructed extending from Mill Street easterly 
about 1,950 feet also under Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 

The widening project on Bacon Street was completed early in 
the year. The widening of Cottage Street, beginning at Everett Street, 
was started and this section will be completed early in the Spring. 
A widening project was started on Marion Street extending southerly 
from Bacon Street approximately 800 feet and this project also will 
be completed early next year. 

Four streets were laid out, relocated, and reconstructed during 
the year, namely: Lake Shore Road, Lena Road, Herbert Road oe 
Bolser Avenue. 

These four streets were reconstructed under Chapters 80 and 82 
of the General Laws and upon completion were accepted by the town 
as public ways. 

New drains have been laid during the year and ae ec to the 
Town System as follows: Lake Shore Road, Lena Road, Speen Street, 
Marion Street, Cottage Street, Oak Park Manor (off MacArthur 
Road), Herbert Road, Bolser Avenue, Oak Street and Jackson Court. 


New sidewalks were constructed during the year on the follow- 
ing streets under Chapters 80 and 82 of the General Laws: Oak Street, 
Bacon Street, Lake Shore Road, Hartford Street, Abbott Road, Her- 
bert Road, Lena Road, Beverly Road, Melvin Road, Longfellow Road, 
Euclid Avenue and Bolser Avenue. 

Speen Street was widened from West Central Street northerly to 
the Boston and Albany Railroad Bridge. Traflic control lights were 
also installed at this intersection by the State Department of Public 
Works. 

The corners of several streets were rounded to enable motor 
vehicle operators to enter to and from Central Street with less chance 
of causing damage to other motor vehicles. Un-rounded corners are a 
hazard to both vehicle operators and to pedestrians. Corners were 
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rounded at the following intersections: West Central and Washington 
Streets, East Central and Clarendon Streets, East Central and Morse 
Streets. 

The division supervised and inspected all drainage laid in road- 
ways constructed by developers. These drains are connected to the 
town system and in all there were 14,315 feet of drainage laid and 
173 catch basins and manholes constructed. 

It is recommended that money be appropriated to begin the 
second section of the widening project on Cottage Street and also 
that a sum of money be appropriated to continue the proposed street 
corner rounding program. It is further recommended that a sum of 
money be appropriated for the reconstruction of a section of Hartford 
Street under Chapter 90 of the General Laws. 


Sanitation 

A continued increase is shown in the amount of garbage col- 
lected this year as has been the case for the past three years. There 
were 3914 cubic yards of garbage collected during the past year, 
which is an increase of 444.5 cubic yards over the previous year. Re- 
ceipts from the sale of this garbage amounted to $9255.03. 

This division is now operating three trucks, as one was added 
during the year. If building continues in the town at the pace it has 
held for the past three years it is possible that another truck may have 
to be purchased in another two or three years. 


Water 


During the past year this division added 20,894 feet of new water 
main to the system and 427 new services were added. 

It was necessary to revise the assessment policy put into effect in 
1949 due to the continued amount of new main and services being 
added to the system. During 1949 one-half of the cost for water main 
extensions was assessed to the abutters, or developers, but this was 
changed so that the total cost is now assessed on new developments. 
Flat rates were also established for new service installations. 

The section of old cement-lined water main on Pond Street was 
replaced with eight-inch cast iron pipe. The entire system is in good 
condition and there was little or no trouble due to leakage in the 
system. 

With the operation of the new units at the pumping station no 
decrease in the water level was shown in either well during the dry 
period of the past Summer. Natick water is now rated as the second 
best in the State and with the completion of the installation of the 
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generator unit and motor at the pumping station the system will be 
one of the best. 

It is recommended that money be appropriated to replace the 
existing six-inch main on Hartford Street from the Worcester Turn- 
pike to the Framingham Town Line with ten-inch and eight-inch cast 
iron pipe. This section of the system should be replaced as it is not 
large enough to furnish water throughout the newly constructed de- 
velopments, in case of an emergency, which are supplied from the 
Hartford Street line. 


Sewer 


All sewer lines were flushed during the year and there has been 
little leakage during the year in the system. 

The chlorinators were in full operation during the warm weather 
at both the pumping station and the filtration plant. Approximately 
19,700 pounds of liquid chlorine was injected into the sewerage. 

The main sewer system was extended in the following streets 
during the year:

The total added to the system are lines laid by developers under 
the supervision and inspection of the Sewer Division. 

The entire sewer system is in good condition and at present 
there is no need for further major improvements to the system so 
therefore we have no recommendations for the coming year.

Durinc the past year in addition to the regular meetings and con- 
ferences for preliminary discussion of sub-division plans, the Plan- 
ning Board held five public hearings. The Board was represented at 
a joint meeting of Town Officials and the Chamber of Commerce held 
for the purpose of discussing off-street parking and business zoning 
on the Worcester Turnpike. 

The Natick residential building program for 1951 will be influ- 
enced by the existing trend in National Affairs. Caution seems to be 
the watchword but it is the opinion of the Board that residential build- 
ing in Natick will level off, but still continue to be above the average 
in Massachusetts for communities comparable to Natick. 

It is hoped that Industrial Building will show a much needed 
upward trend and, unless war conditions prevent, it now looks as 
though this hope will be a reality. 

The Long Range Planning Committee has continued its efforts 
to chart a capital expenditure course under difficult conditions. These 
are due primarily to the problems confronting school building. With 
State financing now following the deficit pattern set by the Federal 
Government, it adds to the future uncertainty of the burdens that real 
estate will have to bear. The work of this committee helps point out 
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the rocks of certainty in a field of uncertainty. The work put in by 
this committee deserves the support of every member of our com- 
munity. 

During the past year the Board contracted for a survey analysis 
of Natick’s resources and trends. This work was begun in June and 
has progressed in the intervening six months. Field research has 
formed the basis for the preparation of a General Land Use Map, 
maps of essential services and maps of density and distribution of 
housing. Through statistical research a foundation has been laid for 
an evaluation of housing, its contribution and cost to the Town. The 
effect of new housing and industry on the financial structure and 
financial viability of the Town has been studied and analyzed. 

Two special preliminary reports on problems of immediate and 
urgent interest have been prepared. The first treats with the problem 
of possible rezoning of Worcester Street, analyzing the advantages 
and disadvantages of possible new business areas. The second report 
concerns the parking problem in Natick Center. The problem was 
analyzed and possible sites and general measures were suggested. The 
survey inventory during the next year will complete its work. A final 
report analyzing the findings will be presented. The residential, in- 
dustrial and commercial present and future of Natick will be ana- 
lyzed. Studies of transportation, essential services and the labor force 
are in preparation.

The department reports the planting of 110 trees during the past 
year. The demand for new trees is still great because of the number 
of new streets. 

Our greatest foe, the Dutch Elm Disease, has progressed in the 
south and west sections of the town. Owners are asked to burn all cut 
elm wood as soon as possible and help eliminate the spread of this 
growth. 

The Gypsy Moth condition is very much in hand and we still 
maintain an excellent rating with the State.

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Park Department 


DurincG the year much progress has been made in the affairs of the 
Park Department. 

At Coolidge Field the baseball diamond and backstop were re- 
located, two softball diamonds laid out, a tennis court constructed 
and the hockey rink lighted where supervised skating was enjoyed by 
hundreds of youngsters. 

Memorial Beach was heavily sanded, a large raft added, a resus- 
citator placed in service, toilet facilities improved, a concession booth 
erected, lifeguards uniformed and trained, and the beach restricted to 
Natick residents and their guests. 

A section of Hunnewell Field was harrowed, graded and re- 
seeded, the stone wall repaired and steps to the playground built. 

The South Natick beach was closed most of the season because 
of pollution which tests show comes from outside the town itself and 
beyond local control. 

The honor rolls were repainted, several new benches put in 
service, a set of rules and regulations for the protection and safety of 
persons and property adopted and many other improvements made. 


Three Trained Life Guards Goal 


Early in the summer one lifeguard underwent an intense 10-day 
training course at the Red Cross Aquatic School where he was taught 
all the latest methods of life saving and water safety. It is planned to 
have another guard attend this school the coming season which will 
provide three guards who will have undergone this course of training. 

During the coming year it is planned to enlarge the beach and 
swimming area at Memorial Beach, add a picnic and play area and 
make additional parking area available; complete improvements at 
Hunnewell Field so as to provide separate diamonds for hard and 
soft ball; provide a picnic area at the South Natick Dam; place addi- 
tional benches in the parks, and other work necessary to the improve- 
ment of our parks. 

During the coming year it is recommended that the town take the 
following action: 

1. Purchase of a new power mower to replace the 13-year-old 
machine. 

2. Purchase of a truck to replace the 15-year-old retired fire 
truck. 

3. Resurfacing and grassing of Coolidge Field. 
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4. Construction of a garage and utility building at Coolidge 
Field. 

5. Purchase of additional equipment for the resuscitator at small 
cost, allowing its simultaneous use on two persons. 

The resuscitator, which proved invaluable on several occasions, is 
still giving valuable service in the emergency room at the Leonard 
Morse Hospital where it has been placed between seasons. The re- 
freshment concession at Memorial Beach was awarded to the highest 
bidder in competition with several others, this sum being forwarded 
to the town treasurer as revenue. During the summer the Natick 
Chapter of the Red Cross conducted a five-week course of instruction 
at Memorial Beach during which several hundred youngsters were 
taught swimming and life saving. 

It is wished to again point out that neither the Henry Wilson 
shop, Memorial Field nor the Town Forest come under the jurisdic- 
tion of this department. 

The board wishes to extend heartfelt thanks to the Public Works 
Department for its valuable assistance in the sanding of the beaches 
and the use of its equipment on other occasions, to Barber Brothers, 
florists, for the gifts of flowers and bulbs, to the Natick Chapter of 
the Red Cross for the training given to the life guard at their aquatic 
school, to Pearl H. Snow for the gift of land at Coolidge Field, to the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Co. for half fare tickets for chil- 
dren to and from Memorial Beach, to lifeguards and patrolman, 
whose alertness resulted in the rescue or assistance of 46 persons from 
the water and the prevention of many more accidents, and to all those 
numerous other persons whose cooperation and assistance have been 
greatly appreciated. |

Housing Authority 


In compliance with Chapter 121 of the General Laws, the Natick 
Housing Authority submits herewith its annual report for 1950. 

As of Jan. 1, 1950, preliminary plans of the project had been 
approved. By March 1, final plans and specifications had been devel- 
oped, approved, and advertised for bids. On that date award was 
made to the Jefferson Construction Company, 75 First Street, Cam- 
bridge, low bidder, as general contractor. Site work was started on 
March 20, and all 52 units were accepted for occupancy on Decem- 
ber 14. Initial tenancy was completed by December 20. 

At the Town Election March 6, Henri F. Prunaret was reelected 
a member of the Authority for a term of five years. 

On October 23, the Authority accepted with regret the resigna- 
tion of Thomas W. Daley, as member. 

On November 6, Robert D. Coleman was elected, in accordance 
with Section II, Chapter 41 of the General Laws, to fill the vacancy 
created by the resignation of Thomas W. Daley. 
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The accounts of the Authority were examined by the State Au- 
ditor’s Department, September 29. 

Initial preliminary financing of the Authority in the amount of 
$545,000 matured on October 31. Refinancing was effected by the 
issue of Second Series Notes in the amount of $515,000, with maturity 
on July 31, 1951, at which time permanent financing will be in order. 

Request has been made on the Town Board of Assessors for in- 
formation in regard to the appraised value of the property taken over 
for the project. On receipt of this information, the Authority will 
authorize a payment to the Town of Natick “in lieu of taxes.” 

On November 21, the Authority approved a Management Pro- 
eram. In brief the following summarizes pertinent points on the 
program. 

Rents and Income Limits: The rents charged shall bear the fol- 
lowing relationship to the tenants’ net yearly income—18 per cent for 
families with less than three minor dependents, but not less than $30 
per month; 14 per cent for families with three or more minor depend- 
ents, but not less than $23.50 per month. 

Tenants will be selected so that the monthly rental per unit of 
the total 52 units shall average $34.44. 
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Charges for supplying gas cooking and refrigeration will be as 
follows: Two bedrooms, $3 monthly, 3371 cubic feet estimated con- 
sumption; three bedrooms, $3.25 monthly, 3693 cubic feet estimated 
consumption; four bedrooms, $3.50 monthly, 3958 cubic feet esti- 
mated consumption. Periodic adjustments based on actual usage will 
be made to these charges. 

Applicants shall be admitted to tenancy in the project only if 
their net annual incomes are below the following established income 
admission limits:

Tenants who have been admitted within the above limits will be 
considered ineligible for continued occupancy when their incomes 
shall have exceeded the following limits for such continued occu- 
pancy. These tenants shall be required to move from the project:

The Natick Housing Authority herewith expresses its apprecia- 
tion to the several Town Departments and to the Veterans Organiza- 
tions for technical assistance and cooperation toward progressing con- 
struction of the project to a successful conclusion. 

With the advent of the new year the Housing Project moves into 
the management phase. The interest of the citizenry and the response 
of tenants augur well for a high standard of maintenance, financial 
stability of the project, and a community of homes in which both the 
veteran and the Town of Natick may well be proud.

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School Committee 


THE period of expansion in the School Department of our town went 
forward at a faster tempo during the year just passed. School popula- 
tion increased between 400 and 500 pupils, making it necessary to 
increase the teaching personnel by sufficient numbers to handle the 
increased enrollment. Two new schools were opened in September, 
one of which already has insufficient room to handle the number of 
pupils now located in the area which it is supposed to serve. This 
was brought about by real estate developments and the influx in that 
area of a great many new families with children of school age. 

It is necessary that an addition be built to the Brown School to 
take care of this large increase of children. Those for whom we have 
no room at the Brown School are being transported to other schools 
as a temporary proposition. The new North Natick School will not 
be ready for next September so that the cost of bus transportation, 
which we confidently hoped would have shown some decrease during 
the year, has not developed that way, and we must look forward to 
another year of increased transportation costs as it is anticipated that 
we shall have between 400 and 500 additional pupils enrolled next 
September. : 
Personnel Up to Standard 

We have tried and have succeeded in keeping our teaching per- 
sonnel up to the standard which we have set and which we consider 
necessary for the best education of our children. The administrative 
officers of the School Department have been alert in providing facili- 
ties from what was available to them in this period of transition. This 
applies to the kindergarten, elementary and high schools. Natick’s 
reputation for educational advantages has been maintained, as wit- 
nessed by the fact that educational authorities from other towns have 
felt it to be to their advantage to visit and observe our methods of 
teaching various subjects. We have stressed the physical well-being, 
as well as mental advancement, of the children for whom the School 
Department is responsible with the result that our graduates compare 
most favorably with the graduates of other school systems in the Com- 
monwealth when they take their places in industry or go ahead to 
formal education in college. 

The training of the children is a very serious proposition and is 
considered and handled as such by your School Committee and those 
who are in charge of the administration of the schools. It is impor- 
tant that the fundamental educational considerations such as reading, 
writing and arithmetic, still form the core of any school system. In 
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addition, and allied to this, is the necessity for training future Amer- 
ican citizens so that they will follow the paths of democracy as out- 
lined by the founders of our country, which principles are responsible 
for its prosperity, influence and ability to help others in the world of 
which we are a part. 

It is considered by your School Committee that they have a two- 
fold responsibility. The first is to provide the best education for the 
children of Natick, and the second is to see that the best be obtained 
to the limit of the ability of the town to pay for it. We are fortunate 
in having an efficient and capable administrative and teaching per- 
sonnel, as well as employees who perform the duties of custodians, 
clerks, and secretaries in the Department. Cooperation of the per- 
sonnel with the School Committee is evident. No department cah 
run to its fullest efficiency without harmony. We are fortunate in 
having such cooperation . A very important factor in the progress and 
accomplishments of the past year is the untiring and able work of the 
School Survey Committee to which the School Committee and the citi- 
zens of the town owe a debt of gratitude and appreciation. 

The report of the Superintendent of Schools which follows, and 
is a part of this, is recommended to your reading as an example of 
accomplishment during the past year.

Superintendent of Schools 


ScHoot business is “big business.” Today, public school education 
has taken on a broader, more inclusive, and perhaps a deeper sense 
than in the past. This broader significance and importance has de- 
veloped not only because school enrollments have increased to almost 
fabulous figures and existing school facilities have been taxed far 
beyond their efficient capacity, not only because many new and addi- 
tional school buildings have been built or are in the planning or 
construction stage, and not only because additional hundreds and 
thousands of dollars have been and are being spent for necessary 
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educational tools, materials, transportation, salaries, and other items 
....not only is school business “big business” because of these rea- 
sons, but also because the teaching of the so-called traditional and 
basic “3 R’s” and their varied and modern phases must be carried on 
as well as the continuous attempt to develop a sound sense and un- 
derstanding of the true meaning of democracy, a faith in the present 
and future of our country, and a true belief in the good principles of 
freedom-loving people. These good things must be instilled in the 
minds of our youth and at the same time an understanding and help- 
ing interest in the other peoples of the world must be developed. 


Teachers Have Tremendous Job 
Teachers of today, including all those who have made education 


their work, have a tremendous job to do; you who are parents of these 
young people have an immense responsibility; and all, as citizens of 
this community, state, and nation are faced with problems, responsi- 
bilities, and tasks that perhaps have never before been realized. How- 
ever, it does seem that through sensible, cooperative effort a solution 
to many of these jobs, responsibilities, problems, and tasks may be 
forthcoming. 

Just what the future may have in store for us, our friends, our 
children, surely is beyond any conception or understanding that we 
may have at present. There is no ready-made answer. But without 
doubt we should agree that good schools must be continually devel- 
oped and built, that they must be redolent with the good habits, the 
good customs and traditions, the ideals, the resources, and the prob- 
lems of the community or area that are continually affecting the 
growing child. Perhaps, above all, schools should be saturated with 
the basic fundamentals, principles, procedures, and ideals of our 
government. 

School business is “big business.” The schools of this community 
are your schools. 

The school program offers many and varied opportunities. You, 
the people of this town, have indicated over a period of years that you 
desire what is best in the field of education for your children. Such 
has been the policy of this department, bearing in mind the financial 
and economic phases that exist. Everything that is good and desira- 
ble cannot be accomplished at one time, either from a practical or a 
financial point of view. Such phases, changes, programs, approval 
and adoption of procedures become existent only after thorough and 
complete consideration and investigation, and then only by means 
of reasonable steps over a reasonable period of time. 

This report of progress during the past year should be of inter- 
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est to all who concern themselves in any way with the development of 
the future citizens of our community. 

At the present writing your schools have enrolled 3451 pupils, 
which indicates an increase over the past year of 430 pupils. It is 
common knowledge that the greatest increase has been in the ele- 
mentary schools, although there has been some increase on the second- 
ary school level. A chart graphically illustrating this increase, as 
well as probable enrollment conditions ten years hence, may be 
found within the following pages. 

Last year’s report gave an explanation of the various provisions 
and opportunities of the public school program. A continuation of 
this explanation, including changes and additional provisions is given 
in the next few paragraphs. 

The physical education program has been broadened extensively 
so that now children in the elementary schools receive more attention 
and training than heretofore. This has been brought about by the em- 
ployment of an additional teacher, trained in this work. The adjust- 
ment has resulted, also, in the expansion of the physical education 
program on the secondary level. Five teachers are now employed in 
the physical phase of our educational program. There is no question 
as to physical improvement over the past few months. 


New Modern Problems Course | 

A new course entitled Modern Problems, which satisfies the Gen- 
eral Laws of Massachusetts Chapter 71, Section 2, was approved as a 
required course in the Senior High School Program. The course deals 
with social, economic, and political problems and provides an oppor- 
tunity for students, under the direction of the teacher, to study, to 
understand, and to evaluate these problems in preparation of an in- 
formed citizenry. 

The program of instruction of physically handicapped children 
confined to their homes or hospitalized has included a total of seven 
children. Such teaching is conducted by an instructor employed par- 
ticularly for this type of work and is carried on in the home, hospi- 
tal, or other place of confinement. This program, required by law, 
has brought help and inspiration to those who otherwise might be 
deprived of any educational training for months and even longer. 

The inclusion of an advanced course in practical nursing in the 
program of the senior high school has been possible this year. A 
similar course on the junior high school level has been in existence 
for some time. The cooperation of the Leonard Morse Hospital in 
making available some of its facilities for such education has been 
of great value. 

The division of audio-visual aids has continued to be of worth to 
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practically all of the public school program, as well as a great help 
to various departments and organizations of our community. This 
branch of the school system has recently been elected to representa- 
tion on the board of directors of Visual Instruction of the National 
Education Association. The exhibits, films, slides, charts, other mate- 
rials, and field trips have been of tremendous importance and much 
first-hand practical knowledge has been the result. This fall, over 
seven hundred pupils of the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades partici- 
pated in an elementary science program with other near-by communi- 
ties. Seventeen buses transported these children to the new high 
school auditorium in Wayland where a program of “Living Wonders” 
was presented by the Museum of Science. 

Safety education in the public schools, school safety, playground 
safety, winter, spring, fall and summer safety, traffic, driver-training, 
and other phases are being studied continually by competent repre- 
sentatives of the schools, the police and fire departments, the depart- 
ment of public works, the board of health, and the state. Such co- 
operative effort most certainly will continue to develop a sense of 
safe procedure and better understanding of proper programs and ade- 
quate rules and regulations pertaining to the safety of our towns- 
people as well as school children. 

During a pupil’s progress from one year to another, we, as teach- 
ers and administrators in the Natick Public School System, endeaver 
to operate our work, our grades, and our classes, with as little break 
or gap as possible. We know it is inevitable that there be some gaps 
here and there for no system can be perfect. It is our purpose then to 
eliminate as many breaks as possible and to bridge a gap in the proper 
manner if and where one exists. 
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Our kindergartens propose to bridge the gap between the home 
and first grade, or perhaps the more formal phase of the beginning 
educational process. This we believe is being done in a suitable and 
effective manner. 

First Major Changes 

Naturally from one year to the next there must be variations and 
differences. These may be said to be the result of progress, new en- 
vironment, a new classroom, a different teacher, new classmates and a 
host of other things. Possibly the first major change may come for 
many children when they enter the fourth grade, for it is here that 
the child begins to be placed more and more on his own. It takes time 
and patience for such an adjustment, but with parents, teachers, super- 
visors, principals, and others working together we believe that this 
adjustment will continue to be carried on successfully. 

Possibly the second major gap in the school life of a pupil may 
be said to be his entrance into the seventh grade of the junior high 
school. He now finds himself in an entirely new environment, a dif- 
ferent school building, new faces, different teachers for certain sub- 
jects; he moves from one classroom to another, to the gymnasium or 
auditorium. He must associate with children from other parts of the 
town. He must make new friends. He must adjust himself to new 
situations. As the child grows and matures, so does the process and 
offering of the educational program. These are trying days for boys 
and girls of this age group. Proper understanding and guidance are 
essential. 

This year a program was initiated in an attempt to bring about 
a better understanding on the part of parents of the offerings and 
procedures of the junior high school, with particular emphasis of the 
seventh grade level. This program included a series of meetings of 
the superintendent of schools, principal and assistant principal of the 
junior high school with parents of sixth grade pupils. These meetings 
were conducted in a more or less informal manner and included a 
detailed explanation on the part of the school administrators of the 
junior high school curriculum and methods as well as a discussion 
and question and answer period. Evidence indicates that such a pro- 
eram was worthwhile and that it will be continued. It is well to men- 
tion at this time that a program to acquaint pupils of the sixth grade 
with the junior high school by actual visitation and contact with the 
junior high school building and teachers has been in process for three 
years. This is carried on during the latter part of May or the first of 
June each year when sixth grade pupils actually visit and become 
acquainted with the teachers and classes of the junior high school. 
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Entrance into the ninth grade and entrance into the tenth grade 
of the senior high school may be considered as gaps to some extent 
for, even though a pupil has had at least two years of experience on 
the secondary level, he now, nevertheless, finds himself in a position 
where the selection of proper courses and the proper curriculum to 
follow is a serious business. Much may be done at this stage of a 
pupil’s progress by teachers and others through teacher-pupil-parent 
understanding, assisted by the known results of the testing program 
which includes such tests as those of intelligence, diagnosis, achieve- 
ment, and interest. During the past few years, our program of guid- 
ance has expanded and has become a valuable and definite part of our 
school system, but there is still much more to accomplish before we 
may be compared favorably with the programs of other high-ranking 
institutions. The time for a full-time guidance supervisor is here. 


Male Elementary Teachers Win Mark 

The increase in school enrollment the last few years has brought 
about the employment of additional personnel. An additional school 
nurse was employed this year enabling the department to cover health 
situations and emergencies in all schools more adequately. Fifteen 
additional elementary teachers and, as previously mentioned, and 
additional physical education instructor were employed. The employ- 
ment of some new men teachers in the elementary field has certainly 
met with approval and satisfaction. The opening of two new ele- 
mentary schools necessitated the employment of two additional cus- 
todians. An additional teacher also was employed in the senior high 
school. The decided increase in administrative office work resulted in 
the employment of a clerk, who has been used in the three main offices 
of the department. 

During the year, after extensive study of educational programs, 
offerings, textbooks, supplementary materials, and other supplies, the 
following major approvals, purchases, improvements and repairs 
have been made. Textbooks — Science for Better Living, Ginn Basic 
Readers, McKee Reading for Meaning Series, Health for Young 
Americans, and some supplementary texts and workbooks; Equip- 
ment — Bioscope, electric stove, gas stove, typewriters, new files, du- 
plicating machines, commercial department furniture, locker accom- 
modations, portable basketball goal, electric sewing machines; Im- 
provement and Repairs — installation of chain link fences, improve- 
ment of playground facilities, interior painting of old school build- 
ings, according to special articles seven and forty-one approved at the 
Town Meeting of 1950, purchase of elementary classroom furniture, 
purchase of stage curtain, repair of heating systems, repair of lava-

tory facilities, repair of roofs, installation of new window shades, 
installation of new stair treads and landing, repair of lights, installa- 
tion of fire bells and flood lights, and various other items. 


12 Buildings Still Inadequate 


The public school system now consists of twelve school buildings 
—a senior high school, a junior high school, and ten elementary 
schools. The elementary schools are well located geographically and 
with the construction and completion of a new elementary school in 
the north section of our town, the community should be reasonably 
well off as far as pupil-school distance is concerned. However, due 
to the tremendous growth in population and the evident continuation 
of such growth into the future, serious consideration must be given to . 
elementary building-additions as well as almost mandatory action on 
additions, new buildings or both, in the secondary field. These latter 
points are covered more extensively in the report of the School Sur- 
vey Committee. 

With the opening of two additional new elementary schools this 
fall, it was believed that there would be a decided decrease in the 
number of pupils requiring transportation under state and local regu- 
lations. However, just the opposite has occurred. The necessity of 
school transportation is as acute as last year. The school depart- 
ment has found it still necessary to transport pupils from one school 
area to another in order to bring about reasonable pupil-teacher 
accommodations. It is not the purpose of the department to segregate 
children of the same family, brothers and sisters, so that one attends 
one elementary school and one another; however, due to large num- 
bers in one grade in a particular area, it is sometimes necessary. 

Teachers and administrators have continued to increase and im- 
prove their understanding of educational methods and procedure and 
phases of life so close to the proper training and growth of children 
by attending numerous conferences, meetings, and classes with others 
of their profession. Included among these may be listed the follow- 
ing: New England School Development Council, New England Col- 
lege Entrance Certificate Board, New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools, Audio-Visual Education Association, Ele- 
mentary Principals Association, New England Educators Conference, 
Secondary School Principals Association, American Association of 
School Administrators, Massachusetts Junior High School Principals 
Association, Kindergarten Conferences, Science Conferences, Con- 
ferences on Handwriting, Social Studies Conferences, and Arithmetic 
and Language Conferences. Educational courses taken include: Educa- 
tion Measurements, Children’s Emotions and Classroom Behavior, 
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Health Guidance, The English Novel, Psychology of Learning, Princi- 
ples of Business Education, Improvement of Instruction of Typewrit- 
ing, Legal Aspects of Public School Administration, Physical Educa- 
tion for Elementary Schools, Twentieth Century American Literature, 
The Guidance of Learning Activities, Reading in the Primary Grades, 
Kindergarten and Pre-Primary Methods, The Elementary School Cur- 
riculum, Methods of Teaching Arithmetic, and numerous others. 

At the present time a course in physical education in the ele- 
mentary schools is being conducted in Natick which is attended by 
many teachers from surrounding towns as well as those from our 
own community. 

The coming year will be spent in doing our job as educators of 
youth, in continuing our quest for better methods and procedures, in 
continuing our search for more sound and inspiring ways to bring to 
these young men and women the truth of liberty and our way of life, 
and in helping them to guide themselves in education and the walk of 
life for which they seem fitted. 


Tremendous Increase Next Year 

Next year will show another tremendous increase in our school 
enrollment. The junior and senior high schools will care for their 
increases reasonably well, but the elementary schools will surely evi- 
dence some major adjustments. It may be necessary to increase our 
transportation from one area to another, to make use of our activity 
rooms, and our auditoriums or gymnasiums for class-home-room pur- 
poses. This will mean, undoubtedly, an additional expense for it is 
necessary to abide by existing rules, regulations, and laws pertaining 
to health and safety, as well as to create reasonable accommodations 
for pupils and teachers. We believe that next year we will be able to 
care for all our public school children at least in facilities that may 
be termed temporary, but the following year and years to come may 
be another story, particularly if the unsettled conditions throughout 
the world as they exist today do not come to an end. Plans must be 
made and action taken immediately for future years. 

Our community is no longer a small New England town nor is 
its school system a “one-room affair”; it is a sound growing pro- 
gressive institution with numerous opportunities within and knocking 
at its doorstep. We must be ever on the alert for these opportunities 
and continue to prepare our youth that they may be better able to com- 
pete with others. 

The cooperation of all has been appreciated.

ONE of the main topics of interest at the library this year has been the 
bookmobile. At the adjourned Town Meeting on March 21 an appro- 
priation of $5,000.00 was voted and a month later the Trustees were 
appointed as a committee to purchase the Bookmobile. Many in- 
quiries were made and much valuable assistance was given by the 
Massachusetts Division of Public Libraries. An F-5 Ford chassis was 
purchased and delivered to the Thomas F. Moroney Co. in Shrews- 
bury, who, as lowest bidder, had received the contract to build the 


bookmobile body. 


The Morse Institute now is able to provide library books for both 
children and adults in the outlying sections of the town. The book- 
mobile, a library on wheels, is a much more economical means of pro- 
viding library service than the maintenance of separate branches in 
the areas. Natick is one of the first towns of its size in Metropolitan 
Boston to have a bookmobile. 


About 7.17 books per capita were circulated in Natick during 
1950. Although television has had some effect on the reading of fic- 
tion it is pleasing to note that the reading of non-fiction has made a 
slight increase over that of the previous year. 


Eleven hundred new books were catalogued and processed for 
circulation during the year in the adult library and 800 in the Young 
People’s Library. Cards for the books then had to be filed in the 
catalog. About 1500 old books that were worn out or were no longer 
of any value were discarded. It is necessary to add new books and to 
dispose of old ones continually in order to maintain a good working 
collection. 


All kinds of reference questions are answered during the year 
and assistance given to high school and college students looking up 
material for term papers. A bibliography of material in the library 
on Natick’s history was made for the Jubilee Committee. 

To answer requests for information on special subjects by stu- 
dents and by teachers taking courses, about 50 books were borrowed 
from other libraries through interlibrary loan. 

Instruction in the use of the library was given to ten sophomore 
classes as well as to six seventh grade classes and to Girl Scout groups. 
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In this way students learn how to look books up in the catalog, find 
them on the shelf and to use some of the reference books intelligently. 


Book talks were given to Parent-Teachers’ meetings, the Natick 
Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolution and the Litera- 
ture Committee of the Woman’s Club by the librarians in both the 
Young People’s Library and the Adult Library. Story Hours, held 
once a week for the children during the school year, were well 
attended. 


Exhibits were provided from the Children’s Museum in Jamaica 
Plain through the courtesy of Mr. Dyke L. Quackenbush. The fifth 
and sixth grades of the Eliot School had an excellent display in the 
Young People’s Library of their illustrations of some of the children’s 
classics. 


On May | the library began circulating phonograph albums in 
the same way that books are circulated, limiting one album at a time 
to a person. A special case to hold the albums was constructed to 
match the card catalog. At the present time there are 34 albums in 
the collection, which will be enlarged next year to include some Long 
Playing records as well as more of the regular 78 rpm records. Repre- 
sented in the collection are symphonies, concerti, selections from 
opera and some of the recent popular musical comedies. It is gratify- 
ing to note that over 2000 records have circulated since the first of 
May, with only a small amount of wear and tear. Sometime in the 
future it is hoped that it will be possible to have a soundproof music 
room with record players for those who wish to enjoy music at the 
library.

Voting Precincts 


THE Selectmen hereby recommend the following changes in the 
division of the Town to provide more convenient voting precincts, five 
in number, to be designated and bounded as follows: 


PRECINCT 1. 

Beginning at the center line of East Central Street at the Town of 
Wellesley boundary, thence running in a straight line to the center 
line of Woodland Street at its junction with Union Street, thence by 
the center line of Woodland Street to a point opposite the most 
westerly bound on Woodland Street of the property of the Oblate 
Fathers College and Seminary, thence running in a straight line to the 
center of the intersection of Cottage Street with Everett Street, thence 
running in a projection of the same straight line to the Town of Sher- 
born boundary, thence running by the boundary of the Town of Sher- 
born to the center line of South Main Street, thence running in a 
straight line to the center line of Pond Street at the narrowest point 
between Dug Pond and Lake Cochituate, thence running in a straight 
line to the center line of West Central Street at the narrowest point 
between the parts of Lake Cochituate lying north and south of West 
Central Street, thence running by the center lines of West Central 
Street and East Central Street to the point of beginning. 


PRECINCT 2.

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School Survey 


THE School Survey Committee in making its fifth report believes that 
it would be wise to summarize the vast school building program that 
has been undertaken by the Town of Natick to keep pace with its in- 
creasing number of school children. 

During the past five years the community has approved the erec- 
tion of five new elementary schools. Two of the schools replaced 
three of the old wooden school structures. Two others occupied for 
the first time in the fall were additional to the former elementary 
school building system. The fifth school approved by the town is now 
in the blueprint stage and bids will be sought in the near future. The 
completion of the fifth elementary school building with those recently 
constructed will bring about the addition of 26 elementary classrooms 
to our school system, with increased accommodations for a maximum 


of 1040 pupils. 


New Borrowing Forecast 


In order to finance this extensive building program it was neces- 
sary to obtain permission from the Legislature for the town to bor- 
row $1,000,000 above its debt limit. This amount will be exhausted in 
the near future, and permission to borrow a greater sum must be ob- 
tained if we are to continue building more structures so necessary to 
the proper accommodation of our children. 

In constructing the Lincoln, New East, and New West School 
Buildings, the committee considered the possibility of future expan- 
sion. The buildings were planned and erected so that additions could 
be constructed at a minimum cost. This year the School Survey Com- 
mittee recommends, as expressed by special articles to be inserted in 
the annual town meeting warrant, a six-room addition to the New 
West Natick School and the taking by eminent domain of additional 
land for playground purposes. 

The Committee, in conjunction with the School Committee, in an 
effort to bring older elementary school buildings in the town up to 
recognized educational standards, recommended that the classrooms 
be redecorated and lighting conditions improved. Some of this work 
has been done and a continuation of this program is recommended. 

In planning new school buildings, play areas have been of sin- 
cere concern. The Committee believes that it would be wise at this 
time to acquire land adjoining the Eliot School grounds for a suitable 
play area. 

The Town of Natick must now face the fact that the present 
Junior and Senior High Schools will be inadequate to accommodate 
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the tremendous increase in elementary school enrollment that will 
soon be at the secondary level. The apparent increase of 668 pupils 
in 1951 to 1020 pupils in 1955 in the Junior High School indicates 
that immediate steps must be taken to cope with this situation. At 
present all 22 classrooms are taxed to their capacity. In the next two 
years the three special rooms, namely, visual aids, science laboratory, 
and the special classroom will have to be converted into regular class- 
rooms if the Junior High School population is to be housed under one 
roof. By 1953 one of two things must be done, either expand the 
present building or build another Junior High School in some other 
section of the town. 

This same condition exists in the Senior High School. Every 
available room is being used at the present time to more than its 
capacity. 

Following is shown a simple projection of the figures from the 


enrollment of May 15, 1950.

The figures show a definite need for additional quarters for 
Senior High School and Junior High School students. The present 
facilities at the Senior High School are not in keeping with recognized 
educational building standards. 

After serious consideration the Committee felt that with such a 
major problem confronting the town that an experienced group of 
school survey experts should assist them in making the Junior and 
Senior High School building survey, thus conforming with require- 
ments of the School Building Assistance Commission. The Educa- 
tional Service Associates were employed and their report was expected 
to be completed late in February 1951. Upon receipt of this report 
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it may be necessary to call a special town meeting for the purpose of 
presenting such a report with recommendations to the voters of the 
town. 

On June 15, 1950, the Town Moderator appointed Mrs. Grace 
Bosworth to serve on the committee in place of Mrs. Edith Under- 
wood, resigned.

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Bennett-Hemenway School 


Tue Bennett-Hemenway School Building Committee which was ap- 
pointed by the Moderator in accordance with the vote under Article 6 
of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting for the year 1950, 
herein submits a report of its activities since appointment. 

The Committee held its first meeting on April 26th, 1950, at the 
School Committee office, at which time Mr. C. E. Hatch was elected 
Secretary, Mr. Frank C. Tuttle having been designated Chairman by 
the Moderator. The other members of the Committee consist of Mr. 
W. L. Wells, Mr. George F. Ahearn and Mr. Earl 5. Fowler. 

Subsequent meetings from this date until May 11th were given 
over to organization, discussion of procedure, consultation with 
school authorities and other experts concerning the educational needs 
which this school would serve. | 

During this period applications were received from twelve indi- 
vidual architects and firms requesting consideration for the commis- 
sion and an opportunity to meet with the Committee for the purpose 
of discussing the design and proposed plans for the school. Each 
applicant whose application was in hand on May 18th was given a 
hearing. 

As a result of these hearings the Committee chose three of the 
applicants to be given another hearing. As a result Mr. F. Burton 
Mitchell, Mr. Goodell of Andrews, Jones, Biscoe & Goodell, and 
Anderson & Nichols Company were invited to again meet with the 
Committee. 


After consideration of the latter applicants and upon comple- 
tion of the hearings, it was voted on June 21st that the firm of Ander- 
son & Nichols Co., 53 State St., Boston, be given the contract to pre- 
pare plans and specifications for the school. Work was commenced 
immediately in the preparation of preliminary drawings by Mr. 
David Fried, Associate Architect, and August 29th the Committee 
gave its approval to those from which the final drawings and specifi- 
cations would be made. 


The approved preliminary drawings call for a one-story building 
consisting of a kindergarten, six classrooms, activities room, nurse’s 
office, administration office, combination gymnasium-auditorium, 
teachers’ room and kitchenette. Provision is also being made for 
shower facilities and bicycle storage in the basement. The building 
will be of the so-called Class “A” construction of brick and steel. 

Consideration has been given to the present world situation as it 


affects availability of materials and while no system of priorities has 
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as yet been set up, it has been indicated that essential educational 
building will be given a priority. 

The Committee has consulted with Mr. John A. Marshall, Ad- 
ministrator for the Massachusetts State School Building Assistance 
Commission concerning the aid which the town may be entitled to and 
he has given his approval to the preliminary drawings. We are pro- 
ceeding with the formalities in making application for reimbursement 
for the town in accordance with the law. 

Subsequent meetings of the Committee with the architect have 
been given over to discussion of the functions of the building and 
the types of material to be used. 

At our meeting of December 27th, the Committee was informed 
that the detail drawings for the structure; plumbing; heating and 
ventilating, and electrical work were nearing completion and would 
be in the Committee’s hands for final approval on January 29th. 

The advertisements for bids on the contracts will be released the 
first week of February, and, barring unforeseen contingencies, 
awarded by the last of February. 

Mr. E. Davis Woodbury, Superintendent of Schools, has met 
with us constantly and given us expert advice. We desire to take this 
opportunity to tender him our sincere thanks for the inestimable 
assistance he has given us. 

We also want to thank Mr. Ralph Benton, Chairman of the School 
Survey Committee, for the assistance he has given us.

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Memorial Field 


THE continued improvement of the surface of the football field at 
Memorial Field is gratifying . We now have one of the finest playing 
surfaces west of Boston. 

Through the generosity of the trustees of the Leonard Morse Hos- 
pital a backstop has been erected on the softball diamond at Memorial 
Field. This backstop is part of the tennis court fence formerly at the 
hospital. The remainder of the fence was used for the new tennis 
court in the rear of Coolidge Junior High School. 

One section of 1200 seats was thoroughly wire brushed and re- 
painted. It will be necessary to repaint other sections in succeeding 
years. In the last annual report mention was made of the desirability 
of raising the steel stands on piers so that spectators in the lower rows 
of seats would have a better view of the playing surface. Estimates 
received from reputable contractors clearly indicate it would be 
much more economical to purchase additional stands. 

Five thousand dollars was appropriated at the last annual town 
meeting for the purpose of proceeding with the program at Memorial 
Field. The first consideration was the running track. In answer to the 
advertised specifications there was only one bid — for $10,900.00. 

By cutting corners and waiting until an opportune time it has 
been possible to have the track completed for the original appropria- 
tion. This would not have been possible without the cooperation of 
the Public Works Department and Superintendent Benjamin Sargent. 

Since this is Natick’s Tercentenary year it is imperative that we 
have Memorial Field in first class condition that we may, through 
track meets, field events and other athletic events, enhance the already 
famous reputation of the “Home of Champions.” 

The article in the town warrant for the annual town meeting calls 
for the appropriation of $12,000.00 to be used for the following pur- 
poses: To purchase and install 1200 additional seats at Memorial 
Field. To install curbing for running track and construct jumping 
pits. For care and maintenance of football field. To rough grade the 
remaining area of Memorial Field. 

Approval of this sum of $12,000.00 as recommended by the com- 
mittee will give a satisfactory plant for both the Tercentenary cele- 
bration and the Framingham football game.

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Fire House Sites 


THE Committee appointed under Article No. 32 of the Annual Town 
Meeting of 1950, to study Fire Housing needs for East and West 
Natick. 

After a study of existing conditions with the possibility of high 
value growth along the Worcester Turnpike and the already heavily 
populated districts in both East and West Natick, it was decided that 
one Station could not give satisfactory fire protection in either dis- 
mot 

We therefore recommend the construction of two Stations of 
similar design, one on Oak Street on a portion of the East Natick 
School lot about 400 feet north of Worcester Street. The second on 
a parcel of land as close as possible to the intersection of Speen and 
Worcester Streets. It is believed advisable to locate close to the Turn- 
pike in view of the value in property to be protected and the ease and 
safety of travel along the Turnpike. 

With the opening of these new Stations the present Felchville 
Station which is located only one mile from the center of the Town 
should be inactivated. It is also believed to the best interest of the 
Town to build these Stations as soon as possible, thereby decentral- 
izing the fire services as a wartime precaution.

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Alternate Dump Locations 


Your Committee has made a study of the entire town and have con- 
cluded a thorough analysis of all possible dump sites. It was neces- 
sary for us to consider each area in the light of its effect on the ad- 
joining properties and the future development of the location. Frank- 
ly, no area in question proved too satisfactory and we must face the 
fact that few areas can now be classified as undeveloped. Hence we 
have concluded that the present dump site on South Main Street is 
the most satisfactory from all viewpoints. 

We believe an incinerator is not a present necessity as there is 
adequate area for dumping at the present site for a period of years. 
Furthermore we are not faced with the problem of burning our 
garbage while the present system of garbage disposal remains in 
effect. 

The Committee recommends that the Town enter into a five-year 
contract with Mr. Eugene Hill, at an annual cost of $3,000.00 to the 
town, for the rental and operation of the presently used dump area. 
We believe that provision should be made for the Public Works De- 
partment to assist, during the winter months, in making the dump 
accessible to the public by plowing the snow. The Department of 
Public Works should also furnish at least 150 yards of cover gravel 
per year, thereby helping reduce the cost to the town of maintaining 
the dump. 

It is further recommended that a committee be appointed two 
years hence to survey all disposal of rubbish and garbage.

THE Board of Public Works appointed by the Moderator in accord- 
ance with Article 52 of the Annual Town Meeting of March 14, 1950, 
hereby respectfully reports as follows: 

The Board of Public Works has completed a survey of the exist- 
ing drainage laid by Mr. Francis G. Cantrel of 153 East Central Street 
on his property. This drainage has been laid by the owner for his 
own benefit as the water running through this drain is merely follow- 
ing a natural drainage course. 

In the event that at some future date water from East Central 
Street is diverted to enter this section of drain installed by Mr. 
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Cantrel the existing drain will have to be replaced as it is not of the 
required size. Besides having small pipe in the drain there is also the 
fact that this drain was not laid under the supervision of the Town 
Engineer so it is not known whether or not this drain was laid 
properly. 

We believe that there is no existing obligation on the part of the 
Town as the water entering this drain is not water from Town Land 
or from a Town Drain. 

The Board of Public Works therefore recommends that no action 
be taken to reimburse Mr. Cantrel for the drainage laid on his prop- 
erty as there appears to be no obligation on the part of the Town.

The Board of Public Works has completed a survey of the exist- 
ing drainage ditch located west of Surrey Lane and southerly of 
Barnesdale Road and the land immediately surrounding it. Your 
Board of Public Works has found that this drainage ditch is a poten- 
tial health hazard to all families who live in the area surrounding it. 

The ditch is wide, has a very flat gradient, and for a great part 
of its length courses through swampy land. This encourages a heavy 
erowth of vegetation forming stagnant pools which are excellent 
breeding places for mosquitoes.

Commencing April 1, 1951, all coins taken from the parking 
meters will be delivered to the Treasurer’s office where they will be 
sorted, counted, wrapped and deposited. The parking meter estimate 
for 1951 provides for the necessary clerical assistance in the Treas- 


urer’s office to perform this work.

To see how much money the Town will raise and appropriate for 
the following purposes: Necessary Town Uses, Soldiers’ Relief, State Aid and 
Burial of Soldiers, Military, Decorating Soldiers’ Graves, Rental of Town Hall, 
Care of Town Clocks, Employees’ Pension, Care Boden Lane Cemetery, Insur- 
ance of Town Property, Aid to Veterans’ Organizations, Lighting Streets, 
Assessors, Board of Health, School Department, Highway, Water, Sanitary Divi- 
sion, Sewer, Police, Fire, Park, Tree, Moth Departments, Morse Institute, Inter- 
est and Liabilities, Public Welfare, Recreation Commission, or otherwise act 
thereon. 

Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salary and compensation 
of all elective officers of the Town as provided by Section 108 of Chapter 41, 
General Laws, as amended. 

Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1951, and 
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to issue a note or notes therefor, payable within one year and renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 4. To hear and act upon the reports of the several Town Officers 
and the reports of Committees authorized by vote of any former Town Meeting, 
and to authorize the appointment of any Committee the Town may think neces- 


sary and to appropriate sums of money for the purposes thereof or to take any 
action relative thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the Town, pursuant to the authority contained in 
Section 108A of Chapter 41 of the General Laws, will vote to amend the by-laws 
of the Town by adding thereto a new by-law in substantially the following form, 
adopting a plan classifying any and all employees, except those appointed by 
the School Committee, into groups and classes doing substantially similar work 
or having substantially equal responsibilities; making provision for a pay plan 
when established by vote of the Town, for all positions included in the afore- 
said classification plan, and adopting rules for the interpretation, application 
and administration of said classification and pay plans: 


ARTICLE VI-A 
EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLAN 
Section 1. Personnel Board 


There shall be a Personnel Board consisting of five (5) persons responsible 
for administration and maintenance of this classification and pay plan. The 
membership of the Personnel Board shall be as follows: three (3) members to 
be appointed by the Moderator, one (1) to serve for one (1) year, one (1) to 
serve for two (2) years, and one (1) to serve for three (3) years, and at the 
expiration of each term of office, appointments thereafter shall be for three (3) 
year terms. The remaining two (2) members shall be appointed from the mem- 
bership of the Finance Committee by the Chairman of such committee, one (1) 
of whom shall be appointed for one (1) year and the other member to be 
appointed for two (2) years and at the expiration of each term of office appoint- 
ments thereafter shall be for two (2) year terms. In the event of a vacancy 
occurring in the membership of the Personnel Board the position shall be filled 
in the same manner as in the original method of selection and for the remainder 
of such unexpired term of office. 


Section II. Job Descriptions 


The Personnel Board shall provide, and may amend from time to time, a 
written description of the work performed in each position subject to the 
classification plan, each such description consisting of statements describing the 
essential nature of the work characteristics of such position that distinguish 
such position from other positions in the classification plan, with such examples 
as may be deemed appropriate. 


Section III. Interpretation of Job Descriptions 


The job descriptions shall be interpreted as descriptive only and not restric- 
tive. They shall be construed solely as a means of distinguishing one position 
from another and not as prescribing what the duties or responsibilities of any 
position shall be, or as modifying, or in any way affecting, the power of any 
administrative authority, as otherwise existing, to appoint, to assign duties to, 
or to direct and control the work of, any employee under the jurisdiction of such 
authority. 


Section IV. Allocation of Employees to Classifications 

The Personnel Board, with the advice of Department Heads, shall allocate 
each employee subject to the provisions of the classification plan, to his appro- 
priate classification. The Personnel Board, when requested, shall afford reason- 
able opportunity to be heard to any employee or Department Head affected by 
the rulings of the Board. 

Section V. The Pay Plan 

The official pay plan, when established by vote of the Town shall consist of 

two parts: 


A. The minimum and maximum salaries to be paid for each position in- 
cluded in the classification plan, and

B. Designated step-rate increases for each such salary range as such salary 
ranges shall, from time to time, be established by vote of the Town. 


Section VI. Continuing Review 


The Personnel Board, from time to time, shall initiate reviews of the work 
of all positions subject to the provisions of this by-law. Such reviews shall be 
scheduled as often as it finds necessary to reflect changes in the classifications 
as established or to establish new classifications as conditions may warrant. It 
shall likewise make such studies of pay rates in effect in comparable positions 
outside of the services of the Town as it may deem appropriate. 

The Personnel Board shall make recommendations to the Town for adjust- 
ing the Pay Plan in conformance with such studies. These recommendations 
shall be included as an appendix to the report of the Finance Committee as 
published. The Pay Plan as established by vote of the Town, shall be effective 
for the entire fiscal year. 

The Personnel Board shall recommend to the Town such amendments to 
the classification and pay plans, and to the provisions for administering such 
plans as may to the Board appear necessary. 


Section VII. Requisitions 


The Personnel Board shall be notified of all requisitions for persons to fill 
positions or perform duties subject to the classification plan and shall advise 
upon the appropriate classification to which such persons shall be assigned. 

All changes of classification, transfers, changes in salary or other changes 
in the personnel status of employees subject to the classification plan shall be 
reported to the Personnel Board in writing prior to the effective date of any 
such changes. 


Section VIII. Records 


The Town Accountant shall keep such records of all employees of the 
Town, including the name, age, date of employment, classification, department 
in which employed, and other information as the Personnel Board shall deem 
necessary. 

Section IX. Titles of Positions 


The title of each classification shall be the official title for all purposes 
having to do with the position as such, and shall be used to designate the posi- 
tion in all payrolls, budget estimates, and official records and reports, and in 
every other connection involving personnel and fiscal processes, but any 
abbreviation or code symbol approved by the Personnel Board may be used in lieu 
of the title to designate the classification in any such connection. 

Section X. Civil Service Law 

Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to conflict with Chapter 31 of the 
General Laws. 

Section XI. Repeal of Conflicting By-Laws 

All by-laws or parts of by-laws in conflict with this by-law are hereby 
repealed. 

Section XII. Partial Invalidity 

If any section subsection, sentence, clause, phrases, or figure of this by-law 
for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid such decision and invalidity 
or voidance shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this by-law. 
The Town Meeting hereby declares that it would have passed this by-law and 
each section subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or figure thereof even if it 
had known that any one or more sections subsections, sentences, clauses, phrases, 
or figures shall be declared unconstitutional or void. 


Section XIII. Effective Date 


This by-law shall take effect and be in force from and after the earliest 
period allowed by law. 

Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to erect a School Building on land 
described in the vote under Article 17 of the Warrant for the 1949 Annual 
Town Meeting and purchase the original equipment and furnishings therefor, 
raise and appropriate, or borrow as authorized by any general or special law, or 
transfer from available funds, a sum of money for the same, or otherwise act 
thereon. 
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Article 7. To see if the Town will vote a sum of money for renovation of 
school classrooms by painting and lighting, or otherwise. 

Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise or borrow or transfer and 
appropriate a sum of money to install sprinkler systems in the School Buildings 
of the Town of Natick, work to be done under a Committee appointed by the 
Moderator, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to transfer a portion of the unex- 
pended and unencumbered funds voted under Article 8 in the Warrant for the 
1949 Annual Town Meeting to the purposes of the Committee appointed under 
Article 34 of the Warrant for the 1948 Annual Town Meeting. 

Article 10. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate for the 
maintenance of streets constructed under Chapter 90, such sum or part thereof 
to be used in conjunction with money contributed by the State and County. 

Article 11. To see what sum of money the Town will appropriate by bor- 
rowing or otherwise, to resurface, reconstruct, or drain all or any portion of 
North Main Street and Hartford Street, such or part thereof to be used in con- 
junction with money contributed by the State and County. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Public 
Works to resurface, reconstruct, or drain Cottage Street, Beacon Street, Speen 
Street, Oak Street, Union Street, Pipe brook from Washington Avenue easterly, 
appropriate or borrow money to pay for same, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Public 
Works to build asphalt or granolithic sidewalks in certain cases where, in their 
judgment it is for the interest of the Town to do so, the expense to be borne 
one-half by the Town and one-half by the abutters, appropriate or borrow money 
to pay for same, or otherwise act thereon.

To see what sum the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the control and elimination of Dutch Elm disease, the work to be done under 
the supervision of the Tree Warden, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 36. To see if the Town will vote to purchase and equip a “Book- 
mobile,” so-called, to be placed under the jurisdiction of the Trustees of the 
Morse Institute, in order to provide more adequate library facilities in all sec- 
tions of the town and appropriate transfer or borrow a sum of money therefor, 
or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 37. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money to 
be used with federal funds authorized by Public Law 725 (79th Congress) and 
by Public Law 330 (81st Congress), and any other funds to erect and equip a

ARTICLE VI-A 
EMPLOYEE CLASSIFICATION AND PAY PLAN 
Section I. Personnel Board 


There shall be a Personnel Board consisting of five (5) persons respon- 
sible for the administration and maintenance of this classification and pay 
plan. The membership of the Personnel Board shall be as follows: five 
(5) members to be appointed by the Moderator, two (2) to serve for one 
(1) year, two (2) to serve for two (2) years, and one (1) to serve for 
three (3) years, and at the expiration of each term of office, appointments 
thereafter shall be for three (3) year terms. In the event of a vacancy 
occurring in the membership of the Personnel Board, the position shall be 
filled in the same manner as in the original method of selection and for 
the remainder of such unexpired term of office. 


Section II. Job Descriptions 


The Personnel Board shall provide, and may amend from time to time, 
a written description of the work performed in each position subject to 
the classification plan, each such description consisting of statements 
describing the essential nature of the work characteristics of such position 
that distinguish such position from other positions in the classification plan, 
with such examples as may be deemed appropriate. 


Section II. Interpretation of Job Descriptions 


The job description shall be interpreted as descriptive only and not 
restrictive. They shall be construed solely as a means of distinguishing 
one position from another and not as prescribing what the duties or 
responsibilities of any position shall be, or, as modifying, or in any way 
affecting, the power of any administrative authority, as otherwise exsting, 
to appoint, to assign duties to, or to direct and control the work of, any 
employee under the jurisdiction of such authority. 
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Section IV. Allocation of Employees to Classifications 


The Personnel Board, with the advice of the Department Heads, shall 
allocate each employee subject to the provisions of the classification plan, 
to his appropriate classification. The Personnel Board, when requested, 
shall afford reasonable opportunity to be heard to any employee or De- 
partment Head affected by the rulings of the Board. 


Section VY. The Pay Plan 


The official pay plan, when established by vote of the Town, shall con- 
sist of two parts: 
A. The minimum and maximum salaries to be paid for each position in- 
cluded in the classification plan, and 
B. Designated step-rate increases for each such salary range as such 
salary ranges shall, from time to time, be established by vote of the 
Town. , 
Section VI. Continuing Review 


The Personnel Board, from time to time, shall initiate reviews of the 
work of all positions subject to the provisions of this by-law. Such reviews 
shall be scheduled as often as it finds necessary to reflect changes in the 
classifications as established or to establish new classifications as condi- 
tion may warrant. It shall likewise make such studies of pay rates in 
effect in comparable positions outside of the service of the Town as it may 
deem appropriate. 

The Personnel Board shall make recommendations to the Town for 
adjusting the Pay Plan in conformance with such studies. These recom- 
mendations shall be included as an appendix to the report of the Finance 
Committee as published. The Pay Plan as established by vote of the 
Town, shall be effective for the entire fiscal year. 

The Personnel Board shall recommend to the Town such amendments 
to the classification and pay plans, and to the provisions for administering 
such plans, as may to the Board appear necessary. 


Section VII. Requisitions 


The Personnel Board shall be notified of all requisitions for persons to 
fill positions or perform duties subject to the classification plan and shall 
advise upon the appropriate classification to which such persons shall be 
assigned. 

All changes of classification, transfers, changes in salary or other 
changes in the personnel status of employees subject to the classification 
plan shall be reported to the Personnel Board in writing prior to the 
effective date of any such changes. 


Section VIII. Records 


The Town Accountant shall keep such records of all employees of the 
Town, including the name, age, date of employment, classification, depart- 
ment in which employed, and other information as the Personnel Board 
shall deem necessary. 


Section IX. Titles of Positions 


The title of each classification shall be the official title for all purposes 
having to do with the position as such, and shall be used to designate the 
position in all payrolls, budget estimates, and official records and reports, 
and in every other connection involving personnel and fiscal processes, but 
any abbreviation or code symbol approved by the Personnel Board may be 
used in lieu of the title to designate the classification in any such connec- 
tion. 


Section X. Civil Service Law 


Nothing in this by-law shall be construed to conflict with Chapter 31 of 
the General Laws. 


Section XI. Repeal of Conflicting By-Laws 
All by-laws or part of by-laws in conflict with this by-law are hereby 
repealed. 
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Section XII. Partial Invalidity 


If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or figure of this 
by-law is for any reason held to be unconstitutional or invalid, such 
decision and invalidity or voidance shall not affect the validity of the 
remaining portions of this by-law. The Town Meeting hereby declares, 
that it would have passed this by-law and each section, subsection, 
sentence, clause, phrase, or figure thereof even if it had known that any 
one or more sections, subsections, sentences, clauses, phrase, or figures 
shall be declared unconstitutional or void. 


Section XIII. Effective Date 


This by-law shall take effect and be in force from and after the earliest 
period allowed by law.

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a sum of money to 
be used with federal funds authorized by Public Law 725 (79th Congress) and 
by Public Law 380 (81st Congress), and any other funds to erect and equip a 
structural addition to the Leonard Morse Hospital; increasing the floor space 
thereof; and will vote to raise the money, in whole or in part, out of current tax 
levy, or by transfer from available funds, or by borrowing, within or outside its 
debt limit in an amount and for any period authorized by general or special law, 
or otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of Public

To see what action the Town will take relative to the disposal 
of its right, title and interest in and over the land shown as Fourth Street on 
“Plan of Land in Natick, Roland Uhlin, Civil Engineer, February 1, 1947,” 
filed in the Registry of Deeds for the South Registry District of Middlesex 
County in Registration Book 411, Page 17, with Certificate 61547. 

Article 21. To see what action the Town will take relative to the disposal 
of its right, title and interest in and over the land shown as Summit Street on 
“Plan of Land in Natick, Roland Uhlin, Civil Engineer, February 1, 1947,” filed 
in the Registry of Deeds for the South Registry District of Middlesex County in 
Registration Book 411, Page 17, with Certificate 61547. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to accept Section 56 of Chapter 
148 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, relative to authorizing the licensing 
of open-air parking spaces, or otherwise act thereon. 

Article 23. To see whether the Town will vote to accept the provisions of 
Acts of 1949, Chapter 425, Section 54, enabling town employees or officials while 
serving in the organized militia or during annual tours of duty of not over 
fifteen days with the organized reserve of the United States Army or Navy, to 
receive pay therefor, without the loss of pay from town employment or loss of 
leave of absence the loss of vacations with pay given to other like employees or 
officials. 

Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to amend its By-Laws in Article 
V, Town Counsel, Section 2, by adding thereto, in substance, the following 
sentence: 

The Selectmen by unanimous vote, may compromise any claim against 

the Town whenever they have so recommended in writing and the 

Finance Committee authorizes a transfer therefor from its reserve fund. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to amend its By-Laws by striking 
out Section 11 of Article VIII, and inserting in place thereof, in substance, the 
following: 

“Section 11. No person shall, except in the performance of some 
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legal duty or military exercise, discharge any firearm or fireworks upon 

or across any street or public area within the Town, except by permis- 

sion in writing issued by the Board of Selectmen upon such conditions 

as they may impose, nor upon or across private property without the 

consent of the owner or tenant thereof.” 

Article 26. To see if the Town will amend its By-Laws by adding thereto 
a new by-law, in substance, as follows: 


ARTICLE III-A. Officers and Departments 


Section 2. Whenever any property of the Town, other than real 
estate, shall have become obsolete, disused, worn out or necessary to 
replace, the Town official or officials having jurisdiction thereof shall 
so certify in writing to the Board of Selectmen who may reserve action 
relative to its disposal for consideration of a Town Meeting or may by 
vote authorize the official or officials to abandon, to trade, or to sell such 
property at private or public sale. 

Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to amend its By-Laws by adding 
to Article III-A therein a new section, substantially as follows: 


Section — (a). No contract shall be awarded for any work or sery- 
ice to be performed for the town, other than professional service or 
service performed by a person regularly employed by the town as part 
of the duties of such employment, and no purchase of materials, supplies 
or equipment shall be made, the estimated cost of which in either case 
is three hundred dollars ($300) or more, unless competitive bids have 
been obtained therefor. Such bids shall be invited by the sending of 
letters of invitation to a sufficient number of vendors, contractors or other 
qualified persons to insure fair competition, and where the estimated 
cost is one thousand dollars ($1000) or more, by public advertisement 
by at least one insertion in a newspaper published in Natick. Such 
invitations shall state where plans and specifications for proposed work 
or purchases may be obtained, and the time and place at which bids 
will be opened, and shall reserve to the town the right to reject any or 
all bids. All bids shall be opened in public. No purchase, and no serv- 
ice or work for which a contract is proposed, shall be split or divided 
for the purpose of evading the provisions of this section. 

(b) The Selectmen may exempt a purchase or contract from any or 
all of the provisions of the preceding section when, in their opinion, 
an emergency exists requiring immediate action on such purchase or 
contract to protect the health and safety of persons or property, or when 
no reasonably suitable substitute can be obtained for the article or 
service to be purchased or contracted for. Evidence indicating that 
such an emergency exists, or that no reasonable substitute for a pur- 
chase or service can be obtained shall be furnished to the Selectmen in 
writing by the officer, board or committee making purchase or contract, 
and shall be kept on file with other records of such transactions. 
Article 28. To see if the Town will vote to amend its by-law voted under 

Article 11 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of May 28, 1946 by 
striking out said by-law and adopting a new by-law in substantially the follow- 
ing form: 

“License and Registration fees for storage of gasoline, petroleum 
products, or inflammable fluids, including fuel oils, for sale and for 
other than the applicant’s own use, shall be License fees. 


(1) Not over 2,000 gallons, $35.00. 
(2) Each additional 1,000 gallons or part thereof, $5.00. 
(3) Maximum license fee, $150.00. 


Registration fees, one-half of the license fees.” 


Article 29. To see if the Town will amend its By-Laws by adding thereto 
a new by-law, in substance, as follows: 


ARTICLE III-A. Officers and Departments 


Section 1. Names for Public Buildings and Places. No public 
building, street, park, or other public area or place shall be named or 
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renamed for a living person by any town official or officials; and if 
named or renamed for a deceased person, consideration shall be given 
to the names of a Veteran or Veterans deceased in the service of our 
Country. 


Article 30. To see if the Town will amend its By-Laws by adding thereto a 
new by-law, in substance, as follows: 


ARTICLE III-A. Officers and Departments 


Section 1. Names for Public Buildings and Places. 

(a) No public building, street, park, or other public area shall be 
named, or renamed except by vote of a town meeting. 

(b) Not later than fourteen days prior to a town meeting at which 
action is proposed to name or rename a public building or place, the 
town official or officials having jurisdiction thereof shall hold a public 
hearing, first giving seven days notice thereof by publication in a news- 
paper circulated in the Town, for the purpose of receiving proposed 
names, and shall thereafter make a recommendation to the Town 
meeting. 


Article 31. To see if the Town will vote to amend its: Building Code by- 
laws in Section 4.3.1, Limitations by adding thereto a new paragraph in sub- 
stantially the following form: 

The minimum first floor area for any dwelling shall be 850 square feet. 


Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Building Code by- 
laws in section 4.4. Location of Building on Lot, by striking out subsections 
4.4.1; 4.4.2; 4.4.3; 4.4.4.; 4.4.5; 4.4.6: and by inserting therein new subsections 
in substantially the following form, so that said Section 4.4 shall read as follows: 


SECTION 4.4. LOCATION OF BUILDING ON LOT 


4.4.1. Percentage of Open Space. Every building or structure here- 
after erected and designed for human occupancy, either for residence, 
business or other purposes, shall have sufficient unoccupied area on the 
lot to insure adequate light and ventilation to all parts thereof that do 
not abut on a street or public open space. Such open area shall be well 
drained, kept in sanitary condition and so located, either at the rear, 
sides, or otherwise in the interior of the lot, as in the judgment of the 
Inspector to properly serve the purpose. No third class building or part 
thereof shall hereafter be placed nearer any party line of the lot than 
one-third of its height, and in no case nearer thereto than fifteen feet. 

4.4.2. Front Yards. In residence districts except where building 
lines are established, every building hereafter erected shall have a yard 
at least 30 feet in clear depth between the building and the line of each 
street on which the building lot abuts; except that on a lot between 
two existing buildings on the same street not more than 80 feet apart, 
the depth of yard need not exceed the greater of the yard depths of 
such buildings. 

4.4.3. Rear Yards: In all residence districts every dwelling here- 
after erected shall have a rear yard between the building and the rear 
line of the lot, the minimum depth of which shall be at least one-half 
the height of the building, and in no case less than 30 feet. 

4.4.4. Side Yards: In all residence districts every building here- 
after built shall have a side yard along each lot line other than a street 
or rear line, the minimum width of which, between the building and the 
lot line, shall be at least one-third the height of the building and in no 
case less than 15 feet. 

4.4.5. Structures Allowed in Yards: Accessory buildings or struc- 
tures not over one story or 15 feet high may be erected in rear or side 
yards, but shall not cover more than 30 per cent of the area of any such 
yard. They shall not extend nearer than 30 feet to a street line. 

In a front yard abutting on a street corner no banking, fence, shrub- 
bery or other object within 15 feet thereof shall be maintained more 
than 4 feet above the street grade at said corner. 

4.4.6. Size of Lots: Lots hereafter laid out for dwellings in Single- 
family Residence Districts S-A shall contain at least 15,000 square feet 
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each, in Single-family Residence Districts S-B and S-C shall contain 
at least 40,000 and 20,000 square feet each respectively, and in the 
General Residence Districts shall contain at least 10,000 square feet, each 
except that buildings of multiple occupancy other than hotels shall 
have lots which measure not less than 2,500 square feet per family or 
housing unit, e.g., an 8-family apartment or rooming house or an 8-unit 
tourist cabin shall require a minimum of 20,000 square feet; and fur- 
ie pacer that each two-family house shall have at least 15,000 square 
oot lot. 


No lot shall have a street frontage of less than 75 feet except in 
Single Family Residence S-A and S-B and S-C the minimum street 
frontage shall be 90 feet and 140 feet and 110 feet respectively. 


4.4.7. Maintaining Open Spaces: No building or structure shall 
hereafter be erected, moved, or enlarged, or any boundary altered, so as 
to reduce the open area of any lot or yard below the limits prescribed 
in this section, or below its present size, if already smaller than herein 
required. 


Article 33. To see if the Town will vote to amend its Building and Zoning 
By-Laws by striking out Single-family Residence S-A District No. 3 and Single- 
family Residence S-C District No. 1, and by adding a new district Single-family 
Residence S-C District No. 1, described substantially as follows: 


S-C 1, Single-family Residence District S-C No. 1, is bounded on 
south by the northerly bank of the Charles River commencing at the 
Natick-Sherborn line and running by said bank to a point opposite the 
easterly sideline of Badger Avenue; thence to and by said easterly side- 
line and in the same line extended to the southerly sideline of Wood- 
land Street; thence by said sideline to a point opposite a stone wall 
3,750 feet, more or less, east of the intersection of Woodland Street and 
Cottage Street; thence across Woodland Street and by said stone wall 
to a point 550 feet north of Woodland Street; thence in a line parallel 
with Woodland Street westerly to Craigie Street; thence by Craigie 
Street to a point 200 feet from Woodland Street; thence westerly 
parallel with Woodland Street to Cottage Street; thence southerly by 
Cottage Street and westerly by Farwell Street to Rockland Street; thence 
westerly at right angles with Rockland Street 250 feet; thence southerly 
by a line parallel with Rockland Street to the Boston Edison transmis- 
sion line; thence westerly by said line to the Natick-Sherborn line; 
thence southerly by the Natick-Sherborn line to the Charles River at 
the point of beginning. 


Article 34. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 17.3.4 of the 
Building Code by adding a Business District No. to include the land bounded 
and described as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the Southeasterly side of Worcester Street, 
Natick, at Churchill Road, thence turning and running southwesterly on 
Churchill Road 200 feet to a point; thence turning and running south- 
easterly 507 feet more or less to a point; thence turning and running 
northeasterly 200 feet to a point at Worcester Street; thence turning 
and running northwesterly on Worcester Street, 503 feet more or less to 
the point of beginning;

Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7:30 P.M. and stated that there 
was a Quorum present. 
Voted, to waive the reading of the Warrant Articles. 


Andrew B. Goodspeed, Esq., having received the consent of the meeting, 
presented the following Resolution, which was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas: On the eighth day of August in the year nineteen hundred and fifty 
our Chief of Police, Thomas P. Evans, passed away in his sixty-eighth 
year while on duty at Police Headquarters, the citizens of Natick, in 
town meeting assembled, hereby commemorate his record of service to 
the Town of Natick. 

Thomas P. Evans was born in Wayland and lived in Natick the past 
fifty years. In 1907 he was appointed and served as a patrolman for the 
term of one year. On March 8, 1915, he was appointed Acting Chief of 
Police and was reappointed to that office annually each year thereafter, 
except in the year 1927, when he served as a patrolman until the year 
1931, when he became Chief of Police and served continuously thereafter. 

When Thomas P. Evans first undertook the duties of Chief of Police in 
1915 there were six full-time men, today there are twenty-two men; then 
the police budget was $7,800, today it is $73,000; then the population of 
the Town was about 11,000, now it is almost 20,000; then only 164 auto- 
mobiles were assessed in the Town, now over 7,000 are so assessed. 

During the tenure of Thomas P. Evans, in 1923, the police force was 
placed under civil service; in 1924, the first motorized equipment was 
acquired, consisting of one motorcycle and one second-hand Ford touring 
car; in 1929, the reserve police force was created; in 1931, the office of 
Chief of Police was placed under civil service, and the rank of Sergeant 
of Police was established; on September 15, 1938, the new Police Head- 
quarters was first occupied. 

He served in 1923 and 1924, by appointment of the Moderator, as 
Chairman of the committees appointed to study the needs for purchasing 
motor vehicles for the Police Department, and by similar appointment 
served as Secretary of the committee appointed to construct a new Court 
House and Police Headquarters. By appointment of the Board of Select- 
men he has been a member of the Natick Traffic Committee since 1934. 


Now, therefore, be it Resolved: 

That the citizens of Natick pay final tribute to the memory of a coura- 
geous, humane, and faithful public servant, a familiar figure in our civic 
life whose passing leaves behind a record of service which will always 
remain a standard to those who follow.

1 
of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in 1950; said sum to be 
expended under the supervision of the Board of Selectmen. 

Article 8. G. Milo Balcom of the Planning Board read the following report: 

In accordance with Section 17.2.1 of the Building Code, the Planning 
Board, after duly advertising, held a Public Hearing at its office in the 
American Legion Building, East Central Street, Natick, Mass., on August 
seventh at 8:00 P.M. The petitioner requested the extension of Business 
Area 21 to include an adjacent piece of land as well as his. 

This location is at the corner of one of the worst traffic hazards in the 
Town of Natick and while the Planning Board believes the area is suited 
for business uses, it also feels that it should not be used without restric- 
tions as to set back and side yard.
